Some time ago an Indian rere 
Vide a ghastly discovery at North Point; i 
where reclamation work is being carried 
out by the Nethorlands Harbour Works 
Company. : He found in the early morn- 
ing two Skantung %eolies tied’ to posts 
on the:reclamation land, both of. whom 
had evidently been severely ‘flogged with 
sticks dr some’ such weapons. One -of 
them succumbed to his “terrible ordeal; 
while the other Was in a bad state af col- 
lapse-and had to be. removed to the 
-Goxernment Civi! Hospital. 

The sequel - was heard ‘at the “Cential 
Magistracy yesterday afternoon, wher 
eight other Shantung. coolics,. employed 
}on the reclamation work at North Point, 
appeared before. Mr. R.., E. Lindsel¥ on 
remand-on a charge of murder. A ninth 
-eoolie and one of" the abave defendants. 
| appeared on a charge ‘of, cone. and 
wounding. 

Detective-Inspector T. Murphy was in 
charge of the casa and Mr. T. 8. Whyte- 
Smith (Assistant Crown, Solieitor) , pro- 
-secuied for the Crown. The defendants 


was taken to the: hospital, was -to the 
effect that the deceased man had appar- 


ently been-accused of stealing a box and |. 


a ‘quarrel seemed to have arisen between 


him” and the ‘other !coolies who . slept! 


in the same shed. Becoming incensed, 
they took him out on to the reclamation 
‘ground and without more ado tied "hin 
to & post, After this, according to the 
witness, who statod that he was aroused 
fiom -sleep.“about 2 a.m. by cries ‘and 
shoits, the defendants set upon the de- 
ceased win sticks, ete. ond ,severely 
flogged: him. Witness went out to see 
what was the matter and was asked if 
he would staith guarantee for the: de- 
- censed... He made no reply and thereupon 
“the coolies tied him to another post and 
treated him as ‘they had treated the 
decensed. Witness identified some of the 
defendants as having taken part in the 
attack on the deceased and himself. 

When the indian constable came along 
at 6 a.m., four hours: after, the alleged 
assaults, he found the deceased lying. 
untied and crumpled up'at the foot of 
the post dead; while the other ‘coolie bad 
collapsed trom his severe injuries at: the 
foot of bis pole.. : 

Medical evidence was given by Dr. E 
P, Minett. (Government Bacteriologist and 
‘Medien! Officer in charge of Mortuaries) 
as to the bruises, abrasions and cuts on 
various parts of deceased’s body. Wit- 
ness stated that the wounds were likely 
to have been inflicted_by sticks and’ other 
‘implements that, were produced. There 
were marks on the déceased’s wrists which 
indicated that he bad'been tied with rope. 
“Dr. Craig; attached to’ the Government: 
Civil. Hospital, also gave'evidence as to 
the state of the injured coolic when 
brovght to the’ ‘ hospital, his evidence 
showing that the injuries were similar to 
those recéived by the deceased. 

His Worship, after hearing the evidence,
